The year that is drawing towards 
its close has been filled with the 
blessings of fruitful fields and 
healthful skies. To these bounties, 
which are so constantly enjoyed 
that we are prone to forget the 
source from which they come, oth- 
ers have been added, which are of 
so extraordinary a nature, that they 
cannot fail to penetrate and soften 
even the heart which is habitually 
insensible to the ever watchful 
providence of Almighty God. In the 
midst of a civil war of unequaled 
magnitude and severity, which has 
sometimes seemed to foreign States 
to invite and to provoke their ag- 
gression, peace has been preserved 
with all nations, order has been 
maintained, the laws have been re- 
spected and obeyed, and harmony 
has prevailed everywhere except in 
the theatre of military conflict; 
while that theatre has been greatly 
contracted by the advancing armies 
and navies of the Union. Needful 
diversions of wealth and of strength 
from the fields of peaceful indus- 
try to the national defence, have not 
arrested the plough, the shuttle or 
the ship; the axe has enlarged the 
borders of our settlements, and the 
mines, as well of iron and coal as 
of the precious metals, have yielded 
even more abundantly than hereto- 
fore. Population has steadily in- 
creased, notwithstanding the waste 
that has been made in the camp, the 
siege and the battle-field; and the 
country, rejoicing in the 
consiousness of augmented 
strength and vigor, is permitted to 
expect continuance of years with 
large increase of freedom. 

No human counsel hath devised 
nor hath any mortal hand worked 
out these great things. They are the 
gracious gifts of the Most High 
God, who, while dealing with us in 
anger for our sins, hath neverthe- 
less remembered mercy. It has 
seemed to me fit and proper that 
they should be solemnly, reverently 
and gratefully acknowledged as 
with one heart and one voice by the 
whole American People. 

I do therefore invite my fellow 
citizens in every part of the United 
States, and also those who are at 
sea and those who are sojourning 
in foreign lands, to set apart and 
observe the last Thursday of No- 
vember next, as a day of Thanks- 
giving and Praise to our beneficent 
Father who dwelleth in the Heav- 
ens. And I recommend to them that 
while offering up the ascriptions 
justly due to Him for such singular 
deliverances and blessings, they do 
also, with humble penitence for our 
national perverseness and disobe- 
dience, commend to His tender care 
all those who have become wid- 
ows, orphans, mourners or suffer- 
ers in the lamentable civil strife in 
which we are unavoidably engaged, 
and fervently implore the interpo- 
sition of the Almighty Hand to heal 
the wounds of the nation and to re- 
store it as soon as may be consis- 
tent with the Divine purposes to the 
full enjoyment of peace, harmony, 
tranquillity and Union. 

In testimony whereof, I have 
hereunto set my hand and caused 
the Seal of the United States to be 
affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, 
this Third day of October, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty- three, and of the 
Independence of the United States 
the Eighty-eighth.

State, local officials 
will cut ribbon for 
new Ky. 7 Dec. 2 



Residents of Morgan County 
and the surrounding area are in- 
vited to join state and local offi- 
cials for a ceremonial ribbon cut- 
ting to mark the opening of a new 
section of Ky. 7 to traffic. Acting 
Transportation Secretary Bill 
Nighbert, State Representative 
John Will Stacy, and Morgan 
County Judge-Executive Tim 
Conley are among the officials 
who will take part in the event. It 
will be held Friday, Dec. 2, at 1 :00 
p.m. at a site adjacent to the new 
highway, just south of the Ky. 519 
intersection. 

“This new highway is impor- 
tant not only for Morgan County, 
but the entire region,” Secretary 
Nighbert said. “This new align- 
ment will improve traffic flow 
between West Liberty and 1-64 at 
Morehead and Grayson, and it 
also provides a safer highway for 
students commuting to Morehead 
State University.” 

“Not only is it part of a corri- 
dor under development between 
the Mountain Parkway and 1-64, 
but eventually it will become part 
of a larger corridor linking 1-75 
at London with 1-64 in the 
Grayson- Ashland area and will 
open up the counties it serves to 
economic development.” 

The new alignment opened to 
traffic in September. Some final 
surfacing and landscaping work 
remain to be completed, along 
with guardrail installation, before 
the $14 million construction 



project is complete. 

The new route begins at the 
north city limits of West Liberty, 
just north of the U.S. 460 inter- 
section. It ends at the intersection 
of Ky. 7 and Ky. 519, and includes 
a new bridge crossing Elk Fork 
near the northern end. The route 
ties into Ky. 519, much of which 
has been improved in Morgan and 
Rowan counties, connecting West 
Liberty and Morehead. 

Several sections of Ky. 7 in 
Morgan, Elliott, and Carter coun- 
ties between the north end of this 
project and Grayson have also 
been rebuilt or are slated for im- 
provements in the state’s Six- Year 
Plan. 

In case of inclement weather, 
the ribbon-cutting ceremony will 
be held in the gymnasium ofthe 
Morgan County Community Cen- 
ter, 450 Prestonsburg Street in 
West Liberty. 

Drivers are reminded that this 
area is still part of a construction 
zone. Motorists are asked to 
“Drive Smart” and be alert for 
flaggers, workers and equipment 
in the construction zone. They are 
also reminded to slow down in 
work areas, to obey any posted 
speed limit reductions, and to pay 
attention to any traffic control 
devices such as cones, barrels or 
barriers they may encounter in the 
work zone. There may still be de- 
lays in the work area, so drivers 
should plan their trips accord- 
ingly.

Candidates for district and 
circuit judge, commonwealth’s 
attorney, and state representatives 
file with the secretary of state’s 
office in Frankfort.

Ryan Buckler is 
inducted as UK 
Robinson Scholar 

LEXINGTON, Ky — Ryan 
Douglas Buckner of West Liberty 
has been inducted into the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky’s Robinson 
Scholars Program. He was one of 
29 middle school students from 
29 Eastern Kentucky counties in- 
ducted into the scholarship pro- 
gram, which is now in its ninth 
year. He is the son of Tammy and 
Roy Buckler and attends Morgan 
County High School. 

The Robinson Scholars Pro- 
gram provides full college tu- 
ition, room and board, and books 
during the college careers of stu- 
dents who otherwise would be 
financially unable to pursue a 
degree. The students must main- 
tain an acceptable grade point 
average and graduate from high 
school to receive their scholar- 
ships. Each scholarship carries a 
present-day value of more than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

The program is open to eighth 
graders from 29 Eastern Ken- 
tucky counties. Selection is based 
on each student’s academic po- 
tential, essays and interviews. 
The family’s need for assistance 
with college-related expenses 
also is taken into consideration. 
Students apply for consideration 
through their school guidance 
counselors. The students can use 
the scholarship to attend UK or 
any of Kentucky’s community 
colleges. 

The first class of Robinson 
Scholars was inducted in 1997. 
The program is funded by earn- 
ings from coal mining and log- 
ging operations on nearly 4,000 
acres of the 14,000-acre 
Robinson forest in Breathitt, 
Perry and Knott counties, and by 
private support. The UK Board 
of Trustees established the pro- 
gram in 1995, utilized the E.O. 
Robinson Trust to provide in- 
creased educational opportuni- 
ties in Eastern Kentucky, where 
college attendance is historically 
low, compared to other regions 
in the state. 

The Robinson Trust was es- 
tablished in 1922 by Edward O. 
Robinson, a logging magnate 
who gave the university 14,000 
acres that had been logged by his 
firm. The trust carried a stipula- 
tion that it be used primarily for 
reforestation and agricultural re- 
search or for the benefit of the 
people of the mountain region. 

Since the program began, 509 
students have been inducted as 
Robinson Scholars.

It’s been a bad week for the 
American war effort, not in Iraq 
or anywhere else in the field but 
in Washington, D.C. The Ameri- 
can Congress is sending increas- 
ingly loud signals of its irresolu- 
tion in Iraq, including panicky 
calls for withdrawal.

FRANKFORT— Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher won a rare court victory 
last week, but he also lost on a 
far more important point in his 
on-going battle to bring an end to 
the special grand jury investiga- 
tion of his administration. 

Franklin Circuit Judge Gra- 
ham dismissed indictments 
against four of Fletcher’s former 
aides and supporters, who were 
charged by the special grand jury 
with personnel law violations af- 
ter Fletcher issued a general par- 
don. That pardon, for anyone who 
violated state Merit System laws 
before the date of the pardon, has 
been the focus of intense legal 
wrangling for weeks in Graham’s 
court. 

Graham, however, did not dis- 
miss the post-pardon indictment 
of acting Transportation Secre- 
tary Bill Nighbert for allegedly 
retaliating against a Cabinet offi- 
cial for cooperating with investi- 
gators from Attorney General 
Greg Stumbo’s office. Some of 
the alleged offenses took place 
after Fletcher’s pardon. 

And Graham also did not 
agree with Fletcher’s attorney’s 
argument that the pardon renders 
the grand jury powerless to hand 
down any other indictments for 
crimes covered by the pardon. 

“The general pardon does not 
prevent the grand jury from act- 
ing any more than the grand jury 
can prevent the issuance of a par- 
don,” Graham said in his ruling. 

Attorneys for Fletcher imme- 
diately filed an appeal with the 
Court of Appeals and asked that 
the grand jury be prevented from 
handing down any new indict- 
ments until the matter is resolved. 

Graham, however, asserted 
that “No one has the right to in- 
terfere with grand jury proceed- 
ings, including the court.” It is a 
position Graham has emphasized 
at least twice in unusual open 
court sessions with jurors follow- 
ing administration statements that 
came awfully close to intimida- 
tion of the jury. 

So, unless the Court of Ap- 
peals or the Kentucky Supreme 
Court steps in and overrules Gra- 
ham, there likely will be more in- 
dictments as the special grand 
jury continues its work and ulti- 
mately issues a final report of 
what the grand jury round in its 
investigation of personnel prac- 
tices in the Fletcher administra- 
tion. 



There are many lessons of the 
Vietnam War, but two of the big- 
gest are these: Don’t fight wars 
you don’t intend to win, and while 
American troops can’t be de- 
feated, American politicians can 
be. Like general Giap, Abu 
Musab al-Zarqawi and his fellow 
terrorists understand the second 
lesson very well, and so his strat- 
egy has always been not to cap- 
ture Baghdad but to inflict casu- 
alties in a way that breaks the will 
of American elites. He’ll only be 
encouraged by this week’s show 
of Beltway duck and cover.

Additional indictments and 
their possible dismissal because 
of Fletcher’s general pardon will 
be embarrassing to the governor 
and his administration, but the 
final report is likely to be 
Fletcher’s worst nightmare, 
worse even than his own indict- 
ment for misdemeanor offenses. 

Even if the grand jury is pre- 
vented from naming names of 
those pardoned by Fletcher — 
and that’s not certain — it will be 
able to detail the political machi- 
nations that occurred to cause the 
investigation to begin and 
brought about the indictment so 
far of a total of 13 high adminis- 
tration and Republican Party of- 
ficials for multiple personnel law 
violations. 

Politically, a report of that 
kind, from ordinary men and 
women, Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike, will be disastrous, 
particularly if it takes place dur- 
ing next year’s legislative elec- 
tions. Or during the General As- 
sembly session that begins in 
January. 

Fletcher’s latest defense — 
that the same thing went on in the 
Patton administration — will 
belly-flop just like his earlier ex- 
cuses. After all, when you win 
high office on the promise to 
“clean up the mess in Frankfort,” 
you had better make certain you 
and all around you avoid mess- 
ing up. 

In Fletcher’s case, within two 
years of making the promise, he’s 
up to his ears in a mess. His 
“Patton-did-it-too” defense is an 
unstated admission that person- 
nel laws were violated, and the 
Fletcher administration is no dif- 
ferent than the messy one it re- 
placed. 

That’s not the way to convince 
now- skeptical voters that Ernie 
Fletcher deserves a second four- 
year term in office. 

It surely is not the way his 
expensive political consultants 
would advise Fletcher to defend 
himself. 

At this point, the best thing 
Fletcher can do is keep quiet and 
hope his attorneys can convince 
an appeals court to shut down the 
special grand jury and bring 
Fletcher’s nightmare to an end. 

Otherwise, it’s going to be a 
long two years ahead for every- 
one.

Hello from the Judge’s Office. 

The Judge Executive’s Office 
is busy with the day-to-day main- 
tenance and administrative work 
of Morgan County.

This 
is one reason why I am a member 
of the Kiwanis Club — because of 
their dedication to working with 
the youth of West Liberty and 
Morgan County. At the Nov. 6, 
2005, Kiwanis meeting, the fol- 
lowing decisions were made con- 
cerning the skateboard park: 

The minutes of the meeting 
reflect that Judge Executive Tim 
Conley reviewed the commitment 
that the club had made toward a 
skateboard park for the youth of 
Morgan County. In light of the 
banning of skate boarding in 
downtown West Liberty due to 
safety issues, Judge Conley rec- 
ommended that the soccer field 
parking lot be blocked off so that 
skate boarders can use the lot un- 
til the new Skateboard Park is 
completed. 

Also, Judge Conley reported 
that a new firm has located at the 
former CMS Building where the 
ramps are being constructed. The 
judge recommended to the club 
to go ahead and build the pad for 
the Skateboard Park. So for the 
next few months, we would like 
to invite all youth of West Lib- 
erty and Morgan County to use 
the soccer field parking lot for 
skate boarding.

LEXINGTON, Ky — Ryan 
Douglas Buckner of West Liberty 
has been inducted into the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky’s Robinson 
Scholars Program. He was one of 
29 middle school students from 
29 Eastern Kentucky counties in- 
ducted into the scholarship pro- 
gram, which is now in its ninth 
year. He is the son of Tammy and 
Roy Buckler and attends Morgan 
County High School. 

The Robinson Scholars Pro- 
gram provides full college tu- 
ition, room and board, and books 
during the college careers of stu- 
dents who otherwise would be fi- 
nancially unable to pursue a de- 
gree. The students must maintain 
an acceptable grade point aver- 
age and graduate from high 
school to receive their scholar- 
ships. Each scholarship carries a 
present-day value of more than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

The program is open to eighth 
graders from 29 Eastern Ken- 
tucky counties. Selection is based 
on each student’s academic po- 
tential, essays and interviews. 
The family’s need for assistance 
with college-related expenses 
also is taken into consideration. 
Students apply for consideration 
through their school guidance 
counselors. The students can use 
the scholarship to attend UK or 
any of Kentucky’s community 
colleges. 

The first class of Robinson 
Scholars was inducted in 1997. 
The program is funded by earn- 
ings from coal mining and log- 
ging operations on nearly 4,000 
acres of the 14,000-acre 
Robinson forest in Breathitt, 
Perry and Knott counties, and by 
private support. The UK Board 
of Trustees established the pro- 
gram in 1995, utilized the E.O. 
Robinson Trust to provide in- 
creased educational opportunities 
in Eastern Kentucky, where col- 
lege attendance is historically 
low, compared to other regions in 
the state. 

The Robinson Trust was es-

(If no one 
objects, I plan to have the dates 
and names re-carved to preserve 
them.) John was born in 1771, 
before we were a nation. When 
John was born, George Washing- 
ton was only 39 years old. When 
he was was 18 years old Wash- 
ington became president! John 
died in 1849, twelve years before 
the Civil War. Elsy Wilson 
Nickell was born in 1768 and 
died in 1851. John and Elsy are 
progenitors of the Nickells in this 
area and died before Wolfe 
County became a county. Near 
by is the grave of the first Mor- 
gan County sheriff (1823), James 
Kash. (Wolfe County was part of 
Morgan County until 1860.) He 
was born in 1772 and died in 
1851. His wife was Phoebe Lacy. 
These graves also need some 
type of covering to protect the 
names and dates or they won’t be 
legible much longer. 

The view, looking south from 
the cemetery, is absolutely spec- 
tacular. There are over 300 acres 
of flat, green bottom land along 
the Red River. 

As I continued from the cem- 
etery on Rt. 1010, I was wel- 
comed with another tranquil 
scene, Hazel Green (founded 
around 1825 by WilliamTrimble) 
with its old wooden water tank 
towering over town and sur- 
rounded by acres of green bottom 
land. It reminded me of a 
Norman Rockwell painting. No 



reflection on Hazel Green (and I 
mean this as a compliment), en- 
tering Hazel Green is like going 
back in time when it was a plea- 
sure to live in a small commu- 
nity. I met boys, riding their 
bikes and playing in the middle 
of the street, houses with cow 
pastures and barns along their 
sides, beautiful stately homes, 
and a church. 

A trip to Hazel Green isn’t 
complete, for me, unless I have a 
chance to talk to Roger 
Buchanan. I call Roger “Mr. Ha- 
zel Green.” I saw Roger picking 
up walnuts from a huge walnut 
tree in his back yard, so I turned 
into his driveway. A local histo- 
rian, Roger worked in Frankfiort 
in the Budget Department for 
many years and has a fantastic 
knowledge of Kentucky politics. 
A cow, with a bell around her 
neck, wandered toward a barn 
next door, reminding me of West 
Liberty when I was a child when 
most everyone had a cow and 
barn. It was good to hear a cow 
bell again and I even enjoyed the 
smell of a cow lot! Roger’s home 
was built by Senator W. O. Mize 
and is probably the most impos- 
ing house in Hazel Green. The 
house was built in 1885 and the 
contractor was Gsorge Ross, a 
Frenchman from Mt. Sterling. 
Roger’s father, J. B. Buchanan, 
bought the house at auction in 
1945. 

Leaving Roger’s house on 
State Street, passing the old Ha- 
zel Green city jail, I decided to 
drive over to the Academy which 
was established in 1880. I had 
never been inside the Hazel 
Green Academy gym. When I 
played basketball at Morgan 
County (1944 and 1945) Hazel 
Green didn’t have a team as they 
had taken a hiatus during the war. 
In the past I had made attempt af- 
ter attempt to find the gym open. 
As luck would have it, when I 
turned into the Academy drive- 
way the gym doors were wide 
open. Walking inside I met some 
men from the Red River Baptist 
Association in Clay City packing 
supplies that had been donated 
for the hurricane stricken areas in 
the South. They were glad for me 
to look around and take some

pictures of the gym. I sat in the 
bleachers and enjoyed the sight 
that had evaded me all these 
years. While I was sitting there I 
could envision my old buddy, 
“Big Mac” as a youngster shoot- 
ing “hoops.” Again, entering the 
old gym was like going back in 



time when things were much 
simpler. As I left the gym, I 
tipped my hat to my buddy on the 
hill, thanked the men from Red 
River Baptist Association for let- 
ting me see the gym, and drove 
off in the sunshine and headed 
for home.

One of the miracles of living 
in America today is the easy 
availability of powerful, life-sav- 
ing medicines. Thanks to mod- 
ern science, those in need now 
take prescription drugs to treat 
diseases like cancer, heart dis- 
ease, or diabetes that would have 
been fatal just a generation ago. 

While these modern wonder 
drugs save lives, they can some- 
times be expensive. High-priced 
prescription drugs especially hit 
the wallets of seniors, who often 
need multiple prescriptions and 
may live on a fixed income. Un- 
til recently, Medicare did not 
help seniors pay for prescription 
drugs. 

In fact, until now, Medicare 
would cover doctor and hospital 
visits for seniors, but not life- 
saving prescription medicines. 
Perversely, Medicare would pay 
more than $100,000 for hospital- 
ization after a heart attack, but 
not $1,000 a year for the blood- 
thinning drugs that might pre- 
vent that same heart attack. 

But now that prescription 
drugs serve as the first line of 
defense against heart disease, 
Alzheimer’s, and other ailments, 
it makes sense that they should 
be covered by Medicare. So the 
Congress passed and President 
George W. Bush signed a law 
making prescription drug cover- 
age available to all Medicare re- 
cipients — the biggest improve- 
ment to Medicare since it was 
first created in 1965. Fears of 
huge, out-of-control drug costs 
should soon become a thing of 
the past. 

The facts about the new ben- 
efit are simple. 

Anyone on Medicare — those 
who are 65 or older, and some 
Americans with disabilities — is 
eligible for the new Medicare 
prescription drug benefit. Every- 
one who’s eligible can apply for 
the new benefit now. Coverage 
begins on January 1, 2006, and 
if you apply before the end of the 
year, you will be covered on that 
date. 

Seniors who currently have 
no drug coverage at all can ex- 
pect to see a savings of at least 
50 percent. Coverage will be re- 
liable and affordable — in fact, 
Kentucky seniors will be able to 
buy plans for as little as $10 a 



month. And everyone who has 
the new Medicare prescription 
drug benefit will be covered 
against high, catastrophic drug 
costs. 

No one will be forced into a 
“one size fits all” plan — every 
senior will be free to pick the 
plan that is right for them. Every 
plan will cover a broad selection 
of both generic and name-brand 
drugs. And participation in the 
benefit is voluntary — if you al- 
ready have prescription drug 
coverage from an employer or 
elsewhere, you can keep it and 
change nothing. 

Americans with limited in- 
comes will get additional help, 
and only have to pay very little 
or nothing at all to enjoy the new 
benefit, depending on their level 
of financial need. On average, 
Medicare will cover more than 
95 percent of prescription drug 
costs for the neediest Medicare 
beneficiaries. 

Seniors who believe the ben- 
efit is right for them should en- 
roll before this December 31 to 
ensure coverage starting on 
January 1, 2006. This week, as 
families come together to cel- 
ebrate Thanksgiving, Kentucky 
seniors should take the opportu- 
nity to discuss their needs with 
their loved ones and pick the 
plan that is best for them. 

Younger Kentuckians have a 
role to play, too. If you have a 
parent, grandparent or relative 
who is eligible for Medicare, 
take this holiday week to give 
them a hand. Talk about which 
plan will best suit their needs and 
see if they have any questions. 

Anyone who needs help can 
call Medicare at 1 -800-MEDI- 
CARE. You or a family member 
can also go online 24 hours a day 
to Medicare’s official website, 
www. Medic are . gov.

Selection— Size? Figure 1-2 
servings per pound. If leftovers 
are desired purchase a larger bird. 
A frozen turkey should be rock 
hard with the outer plastic wrap 
intact. 

Storing— Store fresh or frozen 
turkey in original wrapping. A 
vacuum wrapped fresh turkey can 
be refrigerated 5-7 days; aplastic 
wrapped fresh turkey, no more 
than 3 days. A frozen turkey will 
keep up to six months in the 
freezer. 

Thawing— Thaw in the original 
wrap in the refrigerator, allow 24 
hours for each 5 pounds of 
weight. In a hurry? Turkey may 
be thawed in cold water by cov- 
ering the whole bird and chang- 
ing water frequently making sure 
the water stays cold. Allow 30 
minutes per pound. DO NOT 
thaw at room temperature. Refrig- 
erator thawing is the recom- 
mended method. 

Cooking--Always cook 
thorougly to prevent foodborne 
illness. Roast at 325 degrees F. 
Cook about 15-20 minutes per 
pound, meat thermometer should 
read 180 degrees F. Remove from 
the oven, let stand about 20 min- 
utes, slice, enjoy and refrigerate. 

An 8 to 12 pound turkey 
(unstuffed) should be baked 3-4 
hours; 12 to 16 pounds 
(unstuffed), 3 1/2 to 4 1/2 hours; 
16-20 pounds (unstuffed), 4-5 
hours; 20-24 pounds (unstuffed) 
4 1/2-5 1/2 hours. 

After the feast— Remember the 
two hour rule, store turkey, dress- 
ing gravy and other goodies 
within two hours after removing 
them from the oven or range top. 
use shallow containers to allow 
rapid cooling. Cooked turkey may 
be refrigerated up to 3-4 days. If 
the turkey is frozen, wrap tightly 
and use within 3 months. Heat 
leftovers thoroughly and enjoy. 

Turkey or Chicken Pie 

Mix together in a shallow bak- 
ing dish: 

1 1/2 cups chopped cooked 
poultry 

1 1/2 cups gravy or cream soup 

1 cup of cooked mixed veg- 



etables 

Bake at 425 degrees F for 20 
minutes or until hot. Top with 
unbaked biscuits and bake until 
brown. 

Another option is to fill a shal- 
low baking dish with dressing and 
top with the cooked meat, gravy 
or soup. Bake at 375 degrees F 
until dressing and poultry reach 
165 degrees and the liquid is bub- 
bly for at least 10 minutes.

While there may be no domi- 
nant team in the 16th region this 
winter, there does appear to be a

coaches or media, it’s these pro- 
grams that appear to have the best 
shot at Rupp Arena come March. 

Here’s a breakdown of the 
region’s top ten teams and play- 
ers 

1 . RUSSELL - The Red Dev- 
ils are easily the cream of the crop 
in the 63rd district. Russell came 
within one game of making its 
first trip to the state tournament 
in 33 years last season. Jon 
Vanhoose and Austin Blair give 
Coach Steve Dodd a great 1-2 
scoring punch, while Kasey Clark 
is one of the region’s top defen- 
sive players.

4. ASHLAND - Year in, year 
out, when do you not mention 
Ashland as a regional contender?

Morgan County Judge Executive

issues ruling on 
tobacco payments 

North Carolina Special Supe- 
rior Court Judge Ben F. Tennille 
has issued a court order related 
to the previously withheld 2004 
Phase II tobacco payments. 

Judge Tennille ruled that the 
stay prohibiting distribution of 
the first three quarter 2004 Phase 
II payment immediately be lifted. 
The fourth quarter payment is still 



being contested by the tobacco 
companies. 

Because the 10 billion dollar 
tobacco buyout passed by Con- 
gress in late 2004, will pay grow- 
ers over ten years, the companies 
argued that they did not have to 
pay the 2004 Phase II Settlement. 
Last August the North Carolina 
Supreme Court found that the 
Trust Agreement did not allow the 
companies to avoid their obliga- 
tion to pay tobacco farmers. 

Judge Tennille also authorized 
the Trustee to pay the first 114 



million dollars of Kentucky’s 
Distributable Amount directly to 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 
In the budget bill passed this year 
by the Kentucky General Assem- 
bly provided 114 million in pay- 
ments to Phase II recipients which 
were disbursed in June 2005

At intersections pull up to 
stop bars to activate signals

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bar” at the intersection. This ad- 
vice comes courtesy of the high- 
way professionals at the Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet’s 
Department of Highways District 
10 office. 

Modern traffic lights are no 
longer controlled primarily by 
timers, but instead by sensors 
imbedded in the pavement to de- 
tect the presence of vehicles. 
These sensors, technically known 
as inductance loops, are located 
directly behind the “stop bars,” 
which are the thick white lines on 
the pavement. When the induc- 
tance loop senses a vehicle 
stopped for a red light, it triggers 
the control box to change the traf- 
fic light from red to green. 

When motorists stop well 
short of the “stop bar,” or pull past 
the “stop bar” into the intersec- 
tion, the inductance loop cannot 
sense the presence of the vehicle 
and thus will not trigger the light 
to change. 



“Stop bars” are positioned so 
as to give long vehicles with large 
turning radiuses more room to 
complete turns. When vehicles 
stop beyond the “stop bars” and 
extend out into the intersection, 
the amount of space long vehicles 
such as tractor-trailers have in 
which to turn is reduced. This can 
result in collisions between 
stopped vehicles and turning 
trucks. 

“Stop Here on Red” signs have 
been installed at some intersec- 
tions to alert motorists of the 
proper stopping point, and driv- 
ers should heed these signs. In the 
absence of such signs, though, 
motorists should be sure to pull 
all the way up to the “stop bar” 
and not go beyond it. 

Traffic light systems still have 
timers built into them, for occa- 
sions when the loop sensors are 
not working due to construction 
or malfunction, so that traffic flow 
can be regulated at intersections 
controlled by traffic lights. In ar- 
eas where no construction is tak-
